FRANK SENTENCE

Atlantans Greatly Wrought
Up Over Decision

PRISONER HURRIED
TO STATE FARM

Gov. Johm M, Slaton Cominutes Sen-
tence of Leo M. Frank on the Eve
of Execution, Militia Called Out to
Protect Governor From Mohs.
Atlanta, Ga,, June 22—While two

battalions of state militin and a troop

of Governor's liorse guards were still
on guard at Governor Slaton's country
estate, qulet prevailed both there and

In Atlanta this morning and there was

no indication of a repetition of the

exciting scenes of Yesterday and last
night, which followed the announce-
ment of the commutation of Leo

Frank's death seiftence,

In the oity beer saloons were al-
lowed to reopen this morning. There
were no crowds on the streets, At
the governor's home it was stated
that the militla probably would be
withdrawn tonight.

Troops were called to the govern-
or's country home last night when a
crowd of several hundred men and
boys marehed there and made a dem-
onstration against the governor's ac-
tion in the Frank case,

Three militianfen were slightly hurt
by bottles and bricks thrown,

The crowd dispersed about mid-

night, No shots were fired.
Atlanta, Ga.,, June 21.—Governor
Slaton tonight ecalled up the Stote

militia to proteet his country home,
ncar this city, after several hundred
nien and boys had attempted to enter
the estate through the front gates,
which had been barrieaded by barbed-
wlre entanglements, and had threat-
ened to overpower the twenty county:
policemen, armed with riot guns, who
Were on guard. The demonstration
was a protest against the governor's
declslon today in commuting the sen-
tence of Leo M. Frank, to life impris-
onment,

Upon arrival  of sixty militinmen
from Atlanta, who had been held un-
der arms for cmergencies, the Gover-
nor proclaimed martial law in a dis-
trict extending half a mile in the
front and rear of his residence and
about a quarter of a mile on elther
side,

When the militiamen lined np wiih
fixed bayonets o disperse the crowd,
stones, bricks and bottles were thrown
at them, A briek strueck Licut. Arnold
Parker In the stomach and rendered |
Iiim unconsgclous for a short time, A
hottle, thrown at Private W, W, Foope,
ftruck his gun and cut his hand. The
commanding oflicer, Major Cheron,
was struck by a stone, as were several
of the tiet,

‘The governol proclaimed martial ;
law at 11 d'elock and by midnight the
erowd had practicaMy been dispersed,
There was no firing,

A {elephone message from Milledee-
ville, where the State prison is locat-
ed, sald that trouble was feared there
tonight and agked that the governor
order out (hé Milledgeville company
of militla, The governor told his in-
formant that _sguch a request would
have to come from the shovili of Bald-
win county,

At midnighl, however,
had not Yequested troops.

The governor was surrounded in his
hoiae by aboul a dozen friends, nearly
evervone of whom was avmed wilh
a'rifle or plstol., The unoxpected ar-
rival of ¢ member of the family at a
davk corner of the front poreh capused
the governor himsell to hastily pick
up o large plstol.

In front of the governor's house
were more than 100 auntomobiles filled
with personsg evident there fto #ee
what the crowd would do, The troops
Tiad great difenlty in elearing the
road of these machines and many of
their orders Wurfi met with the retort
of “shoot." :

Itarly tonight \Im prineipal streets
were crowded with men and boys and
crowds gathered on many tornefs, A
large force of patrolmen paced back
and forth along Marietta street, which
was a centre for the throngs. There
awae no indleation, however, of serious
trouble.

Washington, June 2L—"The supreme
court, in what is considered one ot
the most Imiportant race deeisions in
history, today anulled as unconstitu-
tional the Oklahoma constitutional
amendment and he Annapolis, Md.,
voters' qualifieation  law restricting
the sulfrage rights of those who could
not vole or whose ancestors could not
Vate prior to the ratification of the fif-
teenth amendment to the tederal con-
stitution,

Chief Justice White, a native of tho
South and a former Confederate sol-
dier, announced the court's deeision,
whiech was unanimous, except that
Justice McReyvnolds took no part in
the case,
